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Trump administration plans expanded use of personal data

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Trump administration 
announced plans Tuesday 
to expand the collection 
of personal "biometric" in- 
formation by the agency in 
charge of immigration en- 
forcement, raising concerns 
about civil liberties and data 
protection. In a statement, 
the Department of Home- 
land Security said it would 
soon issue a formal proposal 
for a new regulation for ex- 
panding "the authorities and 
methods" for collecting bio- 
metrics, which are physical 
characteristics such as fin- 
gerprints used to identify 
individuals. U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection, a 
component of DHS, already 
collects biometric data, in- 
cluding iris scans, from 
people captured trying to 
enter the country without 
legal authority. DHS said in 
a written statement that the 
new rule would authorize 
new techniques, including 
voice and facial recognition 
to verify people's identity.

BuzzFeed 
News, which obtained a 
draft of the policy, reported 
earlier Tuesday that it in- 


cluded a provision for U.S. 
Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion Services, which is also 
a component of DHS, to 
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collect biometric data from 
non-citizens legally work- 
ing and living in the U.S. or 
seeking to do so. It would 


also require U.S. citizens 
sponsoring relatives to come 
to the country to provide 
biometric data, including in 
some cases their DNA, if it 
was needed to verify some- 
one's identity. "This is a re- 
markable expansion of sur- 
veillance, especially the idea 
that immigrants could be 
called in at any point to give 
these biometrics,” said Sarah 
Pierce, an analyst with the 
Migration Policy Institute. 
It typically takes several 
months for a new regulation 
to take effect after a pub- 
lic comment period. This 
measure is likely to prompt 
legal challenges, as have 
most immigration measures 
introduced under President 
Donald Trump. 

Acting Deputy DHS Secre- 
tary Ken Cuccinelli charac- 
terized the new regulation 
in a written statement as a 
way to improve the verifi- 
cation of people's identities 
and modernize operations. 
"Leveraging readily avail- 
able technology to verify 
the identity of an individual 
we are screening 1s respon- 
sible governing," Cuccinelli 
said.) 





(oth anniversary of end of WWII is mostly virtual amid virus

HONOLULU (AP) 
When Japanese military lead- 
ers climbed aboard the USS 
Missouri in Tokyo Bay on 
Sept. 2, 1945, the battleship 
was packed with U.S. sailors 
eager to see the end of World 
War II. 

On Wednesday, the 75th 
anniversary of the surren- 
der, some of those same 
men who served the United 
States weren't able to return 
to the Missouri in Hawaii's 
Pearl Harbor because of the 
world's new war against the 
coronavirus. 

The commemoration ini- 
tially was supposed to be a 
blockbuster event with pa- 
rades through Waikiki, movie 
premieres, galas and thou- 
sands of people honoring the 
veterans, some who may be 
marking the historic mile- 
stone for the last time. 
Because of the threat of the 
virus, the ceremony was 
scaled down to about 50 peo- 
ple who gathered on the ship 
that hosted the surrender in 
1945, all local veterans and 
government officials. 
Defense Secretary Mark Es- 
per said he was honored to 
"commemorate and reflect 


on the sacrifices and victories 
of our service members and 
allies who helped fight for 
and secure peace." 

He ended his keynote ad- 
dress by building a case for a 
strong military for the future. 
"We honor the legacy of those 
who came before us and re- 
commit ourselves to defend- 
ing today's international rules 
and norms so that the road is 
safer and is better for genera- 
tions yet to come," Esper said. 
"The United States' commit- 
ment to the role today is the 
same one we made to the 
freedom-loving people of the 
world in 1941 — that we will 
remain ready to fight any foe 
and defend any friend." 
Organizers limited the cer- 
emony less than two weeks 
before the anniversary be- 
cause of a surge in coronavi- 
rus cases in Hawaii and other 
parts of the nation. That left 
dozens of veterans in their 
90s or beyond giving what 
could be their final salute 
from afar. Jerry Pedersen, 95, 
was a U.S. Marine when he 
witnessed the end of World 
War II on the deck of the 
Missouri. On the 75th an- 
niversary, Pedersen and his 
surviving comrades who live 
on the mainland watched a 


livestream of the event from 
their homes instead of see- 
Ing 1t in person on the ship 
as they had planned. "Well, 
I was very disappointed, yes. 
I was hoping to maybe see a 
friend or two," he said. "I just 
want to share with at least my 
family and a couple of other 
folks some of the feelings that 
I was going to express when 
I got there." Those feelings 
are complicated, said Peder- 
sen, who dedicated his life to 
peace after the war ended. 
"War must not happen again," 
he said, recalling the words 
uttered by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur on the day the 
Japanese surrendered. But 
"were still oscillating on 
many of the things that are 
necessary to bring us peace." 
Pedersen wore a blue Ma- 
rine uniform recently sent to 
him for the ceremony while 
he watched the livestreamed 
ceremony at his son's house 
in rural West Sacramento, 
California. He and his three 
adult children, their spous- 
es and some grandchildren 
gathered around a laptop set 
up on a dining table. The 
family clapped and hooted 
when his name was called; 
Pedersen smiled and gave a 
fist pump.

"For me, it was the end of 
the killing, the war that had 
taken millions of soldiers and 
many, many, many millions 
of civilians in wars in Europe 
and finally in the Pacific that 
came to an end that day. And 
we were celebrating," he told 
The Associated Press as he 
watched the screen. 

"I had the feeling that day. I 
made a pact with myself that 
I'm going to be a peacemaker 
in my life," said Pedersen, 
who went to college after the 
war, got his doctorate and be- 
came a minister.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
A former friend and adviser 
of Melania Trump said Tues- 
day that she made recordings 
of her conversations with the 
first lady because she needed 
evidence to protect herself 
amid questions about the 
costs of President Donald 
Trump's inauguration. 
Stephanie Winston Wolkoff, 
whose book "Melania and 
Me: The Rise and Fall of 
My Friendship with the First 
Lady," was released this week, 
helped produce Trump's in- 
auguration and later worked 
for the first lady as an unpaid 
White House adviser. 
Wolkoff left the White House 
in February 2018 when her 
contract was terminated. 
The White House blasted the 
book as "full of mistruths and 
paranoia." 

Separately, Wolkoff told The 
Washington Post that Mrs. 
Trump used private email 
accounts while at the White 
House. Others in the White 
House, including Trump's 
daughter Ivanka and her hus- 
band, Jared Kushner, have 
been criticized for doing of- 
ficial business on private ac- 
counts — but, unlike them, 
the first lady is not a govern- 
ment employee. 

In an interview on MSNBC's 
"The Rachel Maddow Show," 
Wolkoff said, "I've been ac- 
cused of taping my friend, as 
the White House said, and 
how horrible of a human be- 
ing I am for doing that."

"And they're right. If she was 
my friend, it would be hor- 
rible. But Melania and the 
White House had accused 
me of criminal activity and 
publicly shamed and fired 
me and made me their scape- 
goat," Wolkoff said.

She was no 
longer my friend and she was 
willing to let them take me 
down." 

Wolkoff said Melania Trump 
told her that White House at- 


torneys claimed there was no 
other choice but to turn her 
back on her friend because 
there was a possible probe of 
the presidential inauguration 
committee. Wolkoff said she 
taped the first lady because "I 
was going to do anything in 
my power to make sure that I 
was protected." 

Stephanie Grisham, chief of 
staff and spokesperson for 
Melania Trump, said Wolkoff 
was out for revenge. 
"Anybody who secretly tapes 
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their self-described best 
friend is, by definition, dis- 
honest," Grisham said. 

"The book is not only full 
of mistruths and paranoia, it 
is based on some imagined 
need for revenge. 

Wolkoff builds herself up 
while belittling and blaming 
everyone she worked with, 
yet she still managed to be the 
victim. Sadly, this is a deeply 
insecure woman who's need 
to be relevant defies logic." 
In the book, Wolkoff says she 


wished she had never met 
the first lady, who is a former 
fashion model. Wolkoff, a 
New York-based event plan- 
ner, said the pair first met in 
2003 in the hallways of Vogue 
magazine, where Wolkoff 
worked. 

Wolkoff devotes two of the 
book's 11 chapters to plan- 
ning for the January 2017 
inauguration, describing the 
committee responsible for 
raising money to pay for sev- 
eral days of events as beset 
with organizational and com- 
munications issues that com- 
plicated her work. 

She says she repeatedly raised 
questions about spending 
but she eventually came to 
be viewed as the problem. 
Trump's Presidential Inaugu- 
ral Committee raised nearly 
$107 million for the lavish 
event, an unprecedented in- 
augural price tag nearly twice 


that of President Barack 
Obama's inauguration in 
2009. 


Some of those involved in

U.S. further restricts Chinese diplomats travel, meetings

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Trump administration 
on Wednesday stepped up its 
battle with China by further 
restricting the ability of Chi- 
nese diplomats to travel, hold 
meetings with academics and 
host cultural events in the 
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United States. 

Secretary of State Mike Pom- 
peo announced that senior 
U.S.-based Chinese diplo- 
mats will now be required to 
get permission to visit Amer- 
ican universities or meet with 
local government officials. 
Previously, under rules an- 
nounced last fall, Chinese 


officials had been required 
only to notify the State De- 
partment of plans for such 
meetings. 

Pompeo also said that Chi- 
nese diplomats will have now 
to get permission to host cul- 
tural events of more than 50 
people outside of their diplo- 
matic missions. In addition, 
he said the State Department 
would act to ensure that the 
social media accounts of Chi- 
nese officials be identified as 
belonging to the People's Re- 
public of China and the Chi- 
nese Communist Party. 

"The United States insists 
on reciprocal access to edu- 
cational and cultural insti- 
tutions for U.S. diplomats 
around the world," Pompeo 
said. 

"These new requirements on 
PRC diplomats are a direct 
response to the excessive re- 
straints already placed on our 
diplomats by the PRC, and 
they aim to provide further 


transparency on the practic- 
es of the PRC government. 
Should the PRC eliminate 
the restrictions imposed on 
U.S. diplomats, we stand 
ready to reciprocate." 

The moves come as the ad- 
ministration ramps up ac- 
tions against Chinese offi- 
cials in a widening effort to 
counter what it says is unfair 
treatment of American dip- 
lomats in China. And they 
come as relations between 
the two countries continue to 
plummet amid a numerous 
disputes over trade, Taiwan, 
Tibet, human rights, Hong 
Kong and the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

The United States has had 
the most deaths in the world 
and Trump's Democratic ri- 
val, Joe Biden, has blamed 
Trump for the rapid spread 
of the virus in the United 
States, which surged after 
Trump pushed for a lifting of 
restrictions. ‘rump, mean- 


while, has accused Biden, of 
being soft on China. 

Despite Trump's previous af- 
finity for Chinese President 
Xi Jinping, his administration 
has since last year consistent- 
ly ratcheted up restrictions 
and sanctions on Chinese of- 
ficials, government agencies 
and companies, beginning 
with travel limits imposed on 
diplomats and registration re- 
quirements for Chinese me- 
dia outlets. The number of 
visas for Chinese journalists 
was also cut. 

In June, the U.S. ordered 
China to close its consulate 
in Houston, Texas, which 
drew a reciprocal response 
from Beijing that forced the 
closure of the U.S. consul- 
ate in Chengdu. Last month, 
the administration demanded 
that Chinese-funded lan- 
guage and culture programs 
in the U.S. register as for- 
eign missions of the Chinese 
Communist Party. d 
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HHS canceling ventilator contracts, says stockpile is full

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Trump administration 1s 
canceling some of 1ts remain- 
ing orders for ventilators, 
after rushing to sign nearly 
$3 billion in emergency con- 
tracts as the COVID-19 pan- 
demic surged in the spring. 
The Department of Health 
and Human Services issued 
a statement Tuesday affirm- 
ing that the national stockpile 
has now reached its maxi- 
mum capacity for the life- 
saving breathing machines, 
with nearly 120,000 avail- 
able for deployment to state 
and local health officials 1f 
needed. Though the orders 
were billed as a cost-saving 
measure, Democrats said the 
cancellations show the White 
House vastly overspent in 
its quest to fulfill President 
Donald Trump's pledge to 
make the United States the 
"King of Ventilators." 

"By terminating the remain- 
der of deliveries from these 
contracts, HHS is balancing 
federal stockpile require- 
ments with commercial mar- 
ket demand for ventilators," 
said Carol Danko, an agency 
spokesperson. "As a result, 
HHS is saving the U.S. tax- 
payer millions of dollars by 
halting delivery of additional 
ventilators that are no longer 
required." 

The agency didn't have an 
estimate for how much tax- 
payers would save by cancel- 
ing the contracts because the 
terms and potential penalties

for the early terminations 
were still being negotiated 
with the companies involved. 
HHS confirmed it was termi- 
nating contracts with ventila- 
tor manufacturers Hamilton 
Medical and Vyaire Medical, 
which will result in the re- 
duction of 38,000 ventilators 
that had been scheduled for 
delivery to the National Stra- 
tegic Stockpile by the end of 
2020. 

An agency spokesperson de- 
clined to comment on the 
status of its largest ventilator 
contract, a massive $647 mil- 
lion deal with Philips that is 
now the subject of an internal 
HHS investigation and legal 
review. 
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a ventilator is assembled at the Ford Rawsonville plant in Ypsilanti 


But Steve Klink, a spokesman 
for Philips at the company's 
headquarters in Amsterdam, 
confirmed that its contract 
had also been canceled and 
that it will not deliver the 
remaining 30,700 ventila- 
tors on its order to the U.S. 
stockpile. 

Klink said HHS had not yet 
given the company any "for- 
mal reason" for the cancella- 
tion. 

"Unlike typically in the pri- 
vate sector, the U.S. gov- 
ernment does not need any 
reason to terminate an agree- 
ment," Klink said. "We can 
confidently say that we have 
delivered on our commit- 
ments. While we are disap- 
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pointed in light of our mas- 
sive efforts, we will work 
with HHS to effectuate the 
partial termination of this 
contract." 

The Philips contract has been 
under scrutiny because the 
company had signed a 2019 
agreement to deliver 10,000 
basic emergency ventilators 
to the national stockpile by 
2022 at a cost of about $3,280 
each. But once the COVID 
pandemic hit, the company 
inked a new deal with the 
Trump administration to 
provide 43,000 of its more 
complicated and expensive 
hospital-grade models at an 
average cost of about $15,000 
each. 


The company has said it still 
plans to deliver the 10,000 
low-cost ventilators over the 
next two years under its ear- 
lier contract. 

House Democrats said they 
would expand their probe 
into the White House's han- 
dling of the Phillips contract, 
which they said was negoti- 
ated by Trump trade adviser 
Peter Navarro. 

"American taxpayers deserve 
to have their money well 
spent," said Rep. Raja Krish- 
namoorthi, chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on 
Economic and Consumer 
Policy. "Incompetent negoti- 
ations by top Trump Admin- 
istration officials, like Peter 
Navarro, wasted hundreds of 
millions of taxpayer dollars." 
White House deputy press 
secretary Sarah Matthews 
said Navarro "played a vital 
role in our coronavirus re- 
sponse" by helping oversee 
federal contracts that helped 
create thousands of jobs. 
"While the Trump Adminis- 
tration has been focused on 
saving lives, House Demo- 
crats continue to focus on 
pointless investigations," 
Matthews said. 

As the virus took hold and 
began to spread widely across 
the U.S. in March, gover- 
nors and mayors of big cit- 
ies urged Trump to use his 
authority under the Defense 
Production Act to direct pri- 
vate companies to ramp up 
production of ventilators. At 
the time, the national stock- 
pile had only about 16,660

Rallygoers crowded into bars 
and rock shows, mostly ig- 
noring social distancing rec- 
ommendations. Few wore 
masks. Kris Ehresmann, 
infectious-disease director at 
the Minnesota Department 
of Health, said health offi- 
cials have also seen infections 
spread from people who at- 
tended Sturgis, but those 
infections weren't included 
in the state's count of Stur- 
gis-linked infections, which 
stood at 50 on Wednesday. 
She said people who attended 
the rally have reported mov- 
ing between events, camp- 
grounds and indoor and out- 
door spaces. 

The man who died in Min- 
nesota was in his 60s, had 
underlying health conditions 
and was hospitalized before 
he died, according to Ehres- 
mann. The Washington Post 


first reported the death. 

For 10 days in August, the 
rally created a travel hub in 
western South Dakota com- 
parable to a major U.S. city, 
according to an analysis of 
anonymous cellphone data 
from Camber Systems, a firm 
that aggregates cellphone ac- 
tivity for health researchers. 
The researches found that 
61% of all the counties in 
the U.S. have been visited by 
someone who attended Stur- 
gis. 

South Dakota has seen the 
bulk of cases tied to the ral- 
ly, with the Department of 
Health reporting 105 tied to 
the rally. The city of Sturgis 
made coronavirus tests avail- 
able to residents and city em- 
ployees after the rally in an 
attempt to uncover people 
who had infections but no 
symptoms.

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Turkey criticizes U.S. decision to lift Cyprus arms embargo

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 
Turkey called on the United 
States to reconsider a decision 
to partially lift a 33-year-old 
arms embargo against Cy- 
prus, saying Wednesday that 
the move disrupts "equal- 
ity and balance" between the 
Turkish Cypriot and Greek 
Cypriot communities on 
the ethnically divided island 
nation. Turkish Vice Presi- 
dent Fuat Oktay said Ankara 
would continue to take steps 
to guarantee the security and 
welfare of the self-declared 
Turkish Cypriot state and of 
the Turkish Cypriot people 
"against such positions that 
increase the risk of confron- 
tation in the region." 

Oktay said that Turkey and 
the breakaway Turkish Cy- 
priot state are "aware of the 
games that are being played 
against them." 

The embargo, imposed in 
1987, was designed to pre- 
vent an arms race that would 
hinder U.N.-facilitated re- 
unification efforts for Cy- 
prus. It was directed against 
the southern, Greek Cypriot 
part of the island, where Cy- 
prus' internationally recog- 
nized government is seated. 
Cyprus split in 1974 when 
Turkey invaded following a 
coup by supporters of union 
with Greece. Turkey, the only 
nation to recognize a Turk- 
ish Cypriot declaration of 
independence in the island's 
north, maintains more than 
35,000 troops there. Turkey's 
Foreign Ministry said the 
U.S. decision harms efforts

to reunify Cyprus, "poisons" 
regional stability and goes 
against the "spirit of alliance" 
between the U.S. and Turkey. 
U.S. Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo informed Cypriot 
President Nicos Anastasiades 
in a telephone call late Tues- 
day that the U.S. was partial- 
ly lifting the arms embargo 
against Cyprus for one year 
— with the option of renewal 
— to let it procure non-lethal 
equipment. 

The move came at a time of 
increased friction between 
Turkey and its eastern Medi- 
terranean neighbors, Greece 
and Cyprus, over offshore 
energy explorations rights. 
Warships from the two 


NATO allies have been shad- 
owing each other in recent 
weeks as Turkish survey ves- 
sels and drill ships continue 
to prospect for hydrocarbons 
in waters where Greece and 
Cyprus claim exclusive eco- 
nomic rights. 

"It's been a long time com- 
ing," Pompeo said during a 
media briefing on Wednes- 
day. "We've been working on 
this for an awfully long time. 
We know that this decision 
was announced in light of 
heightened tensions in the 
eastern Mediterranean, but 
we thought it was the right 
thing." Turkey meanwhile, 
denied as a "figment of imagi- 
nation" a German newspaper

report that claimed that Pres- 
ident Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
had ordered the Turkish mil- 
itary to sink a Greek warship 
or to down Greek jet but that 
Turkish generals refused. 
Turkish Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Hami Aksoy 
also slammed a Greek gov- 
ernment spokesman who 
claimed that the report "high- 
lights who is causing instabil- 
ity" in the region. He called 
the words of the spokesman 
in Athens, Stelios Petsas, an- 
other example of Greece's 
"provocative" policies.

Donald Trump has urged 
both Erdogan and Greek

"We're urging everyone to 
stand down, to reduce ten- 
sions and begin to have dip- 
lomatic discussions about 
the conflicts ... in the eastern 
Mediterranean," Pompeo 
said. "It is not useful to in- 
crease military tension in the 
region. Only negative things 
can flow from that." 

On Wednesday, Greece car- 
ried out a bond auction as part 
of efforts to boost cash re- 
serves for additional support 
to pandemic-hit businesses 
as well as defense spending to 
face the crisis with Turkey. 
Cyprus government spokes- 
man Kyriakos Koushos told 
The Associated Press that the 
Trump administration's ac- 
tion with the arms embargo 
was less about bolstering the 
country militarily than un- 
derscoring the significant 
role that Washington attri- 
butes to Cyprus in helping to 
strengthen regional security 
and stability. 

U.S. Ambassador to Cyprus 
Judith Garber said the lift- 
ing of the embargo strength- 
ens the U.S.-Cyprus security 
partnership while boosting 
regional security. She said 
Washington informed Turkey 
of the embargo lifting late 
Tuesday and urged that "there 
not be an over-reaction to 
this decision." 

Garber said the aim of the 
embargo lifting is to make 
Cyprus a "more capable part- 
ner" in dealing with challeng- 
es like terrorism, weapons 
trafficking and maritime se- 
curity without having to sell 
the the country lethal weap-

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German police raid 50 homes 
in child porn investigation

BERLIN (AP) — A thou- 
sand police officers in Ger- 
many raided the homes of 50 
people as part of a nationwide 
crackdown on the online 
sharing and distribution of 
child pornography, Cologne 
police said Wednesday. 

None of the 48 men and two 
women suspected of involve- 
ment was arrested during 
Tuesday's raids, but investi- 
gators seized around 2,000 
phones, computers and other 
devices upon which images 
were stored, police said. 

The suspects are accused of 
sharing images of child sexual 


abuse through networks such 
as social media and messen- 
ger services, Michael Esser, 
director of criminal investi- 
gations for the Cologne po- 
lice, said. None of them are 
suspected of directly abusing 
any children, according to 
the current state of the inves- 
tigation. 

"Behind every picture there is 
a victim of sexual abuse," Es- 
ser said. "We will never give 
up the fight against pedophile 
criminals." 

The raids took places in 12 
states, with a focus on Ba- 
varia. They were part of an 
investigation that began in 
October 2019 and has so far 
identified 207 suspects. 


"What's important is that 
we are seeing a new kind of 
crime," Esser said. "The per- 
petrators are not acting on 
their own, but are part of big- 
ger networks which are using 
the structures of online com- 
munication." 

Police received a lot of sup- 
port in their investigation 
from one specific messenger 
service operator, Esser said 
He declined to say which 
one. 

Investigators are looking 
quickly through the seized 
images to see if they can find 
evidence indicating that chil- 
dren are still being abused 
and if so, they will try to find 
and rescue the victims.) 
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U.S. suspends some aid to Ethiopia over dam dispute with Egypt

JOHANNESBURG (AP) 
— On the guidance of Presi- 
dent Donald Trump, the State 
Department said Wednesday 
the U.S. is suspending some 
aid to Ethiopia over the "lack 
of progress" in the country's 
talks with Egypt and Sudan 
over a massive, disputed dam 
project it is completing on 
the Nile River. 

It was an unusual example of 
Trump's direct intervention 
on an issue in Africa, a conti- 
nent he hasn't visited as pres- 
ident and rarely mentions 
publicly. The dam dispute 
centers on two of Africa's 
most populous and powerful 
nations, Ethiopia and Egypt, 
and some have feared it could 
lead to military conflict. 

A State Department spokes- 
person told The Associated 
Press the decision to "tem- 
porarily pause" some aid to 
a key regional security ally 
"reflects our concern about 
Ethiopia's unilateral decision 
to begin to fill the dam before 
an agreement and all neces- 
sary dam safety measures 
were in place." It is not clear 
how many millions of dol- 
lars in aid are being affected, 
or for how long. The deci- 
sion was taken by Secretary 
of State Mike Pompeo "based 
on guidance from the presi- 
dent," the spokesperson said. 
Ethiopia this week said it was 
asking the U.S. for clarifica- 
tion after a media report said 
Pompeo had approved cut- 
ting up to $130 million in 
aid because of the dam dis-

pute. The report by Foreign 
Policy last week set off an up- 
roar among some in Ethio- 
pia, which sees the dam as a 
source of national pride. 
There was no immediate 
comment from Ethiopia's 
government. Ethiopia's am- 
bassador to the U.S., Fitsum 
Arega, this week tweeted that 
his country is determined 
to complete the dam, saying 
that "we will pull Ethiopia 
out of darkness." 

Africa's largest hydroelectric 
dam has caused severe ten- 
sions with Egypt, which has 
called it an existential threat 
and worries that it will re- 


duce the country's share of 
Nile waters. Ethiopia says the 
$4.6 billion dam will be an 
engine of development that 
will pull millions of people 
out of poverty. Sudan, in the 
middle, worries about the ef- 
fects on its own dams though 
it stands to benefit from ac- 
cess to cheap electricity. 

The U.S. earlier this year 
tried to mediate the discus- 
sions, but Ethiopia walked 
away amid accusations that 
Washington was siding with 
Egypt. Now the three coun- 
tries are reporting any prog- 
ress to the African Union, 
which is leading negotiations.

Ethiopia had said it would 
fill the dam with or without 
a deal with Egypt and Sudan. 
The dam's 74 billion-cubic- 
meter reservoir saw its first 
filling in July, which Ethio- 
pia's government celebrated 
and attributed to heavy rains, 
while a startled Egypt and 
Sudan hurriedly sought clari- 
fication and expressed skepti- 
cism. 

"The United States previous- 
ly and repeatedly expressed 
its concern that commenc- 
ing the filling of the GERD 
before all necessary dam 
safety measures were imple- 
mented created serious risks 


for the populations of the 
downstream countries,” the 
State Department spokesper- 
son said. "In addition, filling 
while negotiations were un- 
derway undermines the other 
parties’ confidence in the ne- 
gotiations." 

The spokesperson also said 
"the United States has been 
increasingly concerned by 
the lack of progress in the ne- 
gotiations of a trilateral agree- 
ment" on the dam's filling and 
operation, but said the U.S. 
continues to work with all 
three countries on the issue. 
The spokesperson said aid 
will continue for Ethiopia's 
response to COVID-19 and 
HIV and "certain humani- 
tarian assistance to aid those 
affected by conflict, drought, 
displacement, and other hu- 
manitarian challenges." 
Ethiopia in recent weeks has 
seen a rapid rise in confirmed 
COVID-19 cases and now 
has more than 50,000, an- 
other challenge for a country 
already facing outbursts of 
deadly ethnic violence and 
growing economic pain. 

A former U.S. ambassador 
to Ethiopia, David Shinn, 
had warned against an aid 
cut, writing that "playing po- 
litical hardball with Ethiopia 
will not only fail to obtain 
Washington's desired result 
but will probably ensure 
that the Ethiopian diaspora 
in the United States rallies 
against Trump. There are 
sizeable Ethiopian-American 
communities in key states 
such as Georgia, Texas, and 
Virginia."

(AP) — A Philippine court 
has ordered the early release 
for good conduct of a U.S. 
Marine convicted in the 
2014 killing of a transgender 
Filipino which sparked an- 
ger in the former American 
colony. The Regional Trial 
Court Branch 74's order 
on Tuesday for the release 
of Lance Cpl. Joseph Scott 
Pemberton drew protests 
from the family and lawyers 
of Jennifer Laude, who was 
found dead in a motel room 
in Olongapo city, northwest 
of Manila, after they met at 
a disco bar in October 2014. 
Pemberton has been held six 
years of a maximum 10-year 
jail term, mostly in a com- 
pound jointly guarded by 


Philippine and American se- 
curity personnel at the main 
military camp in metropoli- 
tan Manila. The place of de- 
tention was agreed to under 
the terms of the treaty allies’ 
Visiting Forces Agreement, 
although Laude’s family had 
demanded that Pemberton 
be held in an ordinary jail. 
“The light penalty imposed 
on Pemberton proves that 
despite the president’s in- 
dependent foreign policy, 
Americans continue to have 
the status of conquering 
colonials in our country,” 
Roque said. 

Pemberton’s lawyer, Rowe- 
na Garcia Flores, said his de- 
tention was shortened by au- 
thorities under a Philippine 
law that also applies to Fili- 
pinos. If all of Pemberton’s 
good-conduct merits in jail 


were applied, “he’s already 
overstaying,” she said by 
phone. Military spokesman 
Maj. Gen. Edgard Arevalo 
said the military will help 
Bureau of Corrections jail 
personnel release Pember- 
ton once it receives the court 
order. In December 2015, a 
judge convicted Pemberton 
of homicide, not the more 
serious charge of murder 
as prosecutors sought. The 
Olongapo court judge said 
at the time that she down- 
eraded the charge because 
factors such as cruelty and 
treachery had not been 
proven. Pemberton, an anti- 
tank missile operator from 
New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts, was one of thousands 
of American and Philippine 
military personnel who par- 
ticipated in joint exercises in

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Angelique Kerber 
gets past uncertainty, 
advances at U.S. Open 


NEW YORK (AP) — So 
much uncertainty accompa- 
nied Angelique Kerber when 
she boarded the plane for her 
trip to the U.S. Open. 

The 2016 champion hadn't 
played a match in seven 
months. She knew every- 
thing would be different at 
Flushing Meadows — no 
crowds, no city life, none of 
what makes the U.S. Open 
such a spotlight. 

One she'd love to have back 
again. The 17th-seeded Ker- 
ber moved into the third 
round Wednesday with a 
solid showing that brought 
some much-needed confi- 
dence. Her 6-3, 7-6 (6) victo- 
ry over Anna-Lena Friedsam 
had her feeling more at home 
in the place where she made 
her WTA Tour breakthrough 
in 2011 by reaching the semi- 
finals. "It's a really special 
place for me," the 32-year- 
old Kerber said. "Everything 
starts for me here in 2011, a 
long time ago." 

She hadn't played competi- 
tively in seven months, which 
weighed on her when she 
headed for New York. How 
would all that time away 
from competition translate to 
a Grand Slam? How would it 
play out amid all the changes 
brought about by the corona- 


virus pandemic? 

"I was sitting on the plane 
and I was like, 'OK, let's see 
what happens," she said. "It's 
not so easy. We had such a 
long break. You need a little 
time to find your way and 
your rhythm again." 

Kerber's win with the roof 
closed at Louis Armstrong 
Stadium started the third day 
of the tournament, when a 
chance of rain was forecast. 
No. 6 seed Petra Kvitova also 
moved into the third round 
with an uneven match that 
helped her adapt to the new 
conditions. She was nervous 
in the first set but played 
much steadier in a 7-6 (3), 
6-2 victory over Kateryna 
Kozlova, ranked No. 99 in 
the world. 

"With my nerves, I wasn't 
moving well," she said. 
"That's a Grand Slam. At the 
beginning of the tournament 
it's always like that." 

The U.S. Open has been a 
big challenge for Kvitova, 
making her 14th appearance. 
It's the only Grand Slam 
event where she has failed 
to reach the semifinals. She 
won Wimbledon in 2011 and 
2014, but her best showings 
at Flushing Meadows were 
in 2015 and 2017 when she 
reached the quarterfinals. L

Alaphilippe stripped of yellow 
jersey by Tour de France jury 


PRIVAS, France (AP) — 
Julian Alaphilippe's ride in 
the yellow jersey is over, and 
his rivals had nothing to do 
with it. The Tour de France 
leader was stripped of the 
coveted shirt on Wednesday 
after being handed a time 
penalty for illegally receiv- 
ing provisions near the end 
of Stage 5, which had been 
largely uneventful until then. 
British rider Adam Yates was 
moved up to first place in the 
revised general standings af- 
ter Alaphilippe was docked 
20 seconds. 

"I don't think any rider would 
want to take the jersey like 
this," Yates said. "I just found 
out. Nobody wants to take a 
jersey like this." 

Only minutes after versatile 
Belgian rider Wout van Aert 
won the stage in a sprint fin- 
ish, TV footage showed Ala- 
philippe grabbing a bottle 
from a staff member of his 
Deceuninck-Quick Step 
squad about 18 kilometers 
(11 miles) from the finish. 
Under racing rules, riders are 
not allowed to receive provi- 
sions — either drinks or food 


— during the final 20 kilo- 
meters (12.5 miles) of a stage. 
Deceuninck-Quick Step did 
not immediately explain why 
the staff member was posted 
inside that zone and why he 
handed out the bottle to the 
French rider. Cycling's gov- 
erning body, the UCI, said 
in a statement that two other 
riders, Sepp Kuss and Carlos 
Verona, were also penalized 
20 seconds for the same of- 
fense. 

"The absence of feeding in 
the last 20 kilometres is a rule 
that the teams are familiar 
with and that prevents that 
the feeding doesn't disturb 
the race at the entrance of 
the last kilometres," the UCI 
said. 

Alaphilippe's teammate Dries 
Devenyns said the jury's de- 
cision was harsh. 

"There is no time gain in tak- 
ing a bottle from the side of 
the road," he wrote on Twit- 
ter. 

Yates now tops the standings 
with a three-second lead over 
Primoz Roglic. Tadej Poga- 
car, another Slovenian rider, 
stands third, four seconds 


further back. Alaphilippe 
dropped to 16th overall, 16 
seconds behind the new 
leader. "It was a very long 
and very boring stage, with a 
very nervous finale. I had to 
stay concentrated to defend 
the jersey," said the French- 
man, who is not seen as a 
contender for the overall vic- 
tory. "But if that's how it is, 
then no worries, tomorrow 
I'll pick myself up and we 
won't talk about it anymore." 
The jury's decision over- 
shadowed Van Aert's second 
career stage win at cycling's 
marquee event, a day after 
he produced a tremendous 
effort in the Alps in support 
of Roglic, his Jumbo Visma 
team leader. 

Van Aert used his power in 
the slight uphill finish to win 
by half a wheel ahead of Cees 
Bol and Sam Bennett. 

"It was a heavy finish. It was 
maybe the most easy stage 
I ever did in a cycling race 
because there was no break- 
away, not a high pace at all, 
but then the last hour was 
really hectic with the wind," 
Van Aert said. L} 








Golf’s HSBC Champions in Shanghai canceled due to COVID-19 


SHANGHAI, China (AP) — The International Federation of PGA Tours 
confirmed the inevitable on Wednesday when it canceled the HSBC Cham- 
pions World Golf Championships event in China. 
The tournament was scheduled for Oct. 29-Nov. 1 at Sheshan International 
Golf Club in Shanghai. The Chinese government announced in July that 
because of the COVID-19 pandemic, the country would not host interna- 
tional sports events for the rest of 2020. "We have worked extensively with 
all tours, international officials, the China Golf Association and other local 
parties to find a solution to host the WGC-HSBC Champions," Ty Votaw, 
PGA TOUR Executive Vice President, International, said in a statement. "In 


line with Chinese government guidelines and being mindful of the logistical 
implications, we collectively made the difficult decision to cancel the 2020 
event." Two other golf tournaments have been moved out of Asia and to the 
United States in the past two weeks. The Zozo Championship set for Japan 
is now scheduled to be played Oct. 22-25 at Sherwood Country Club in 
Thousand Oaks, California, with Tiger Woods as the defending champion. 

It will be called the Zozo Championship at Sherwood, a similar title to the 
South Korean event moving to Las Vegas the week before. That one will 
be called the CJ Cup at Shadow Creek. Both tournaments are expected to 
return to Asia in 2021.

9. Its a move Clemente’s 
family and the organization 
hope is a step toward having 
Major League Baseball re- 
tire his number as it did with 
Jackie Robinson’s No. 47 
in 1997, a half-century after 
Robinson broke MLB’s color 
barrier. 

“I feel that this is just the be- 
ginning,” said Luis Clemente, 
the second of Clemente’s 
three sons. “That’s why it’s 
so important. It’s so exciting 
that it happened, that it was 
approved. It is a platform to 
continue to grow on it. So 
we're very happy and thank- 
ful to MLB also for this.” 
Clemente collected 3,000 
hits during his 18-year career 
while helping the Pirates win 
a pair of World Series titles. 
He died in a plane crash on 
Dec. 31, 1972, at age 38 while 
attempting to bring humani- 
tarian aid to earthquake vic- 
tims in Nicaragua. 

The team retired Clemente’s 
number before the start of 
the 1973 season. That streak 
will end next week against 





the White Sox. 

The importance of slipping a 
No. 21 jersey over his shoul- 
ders isn’t lost on current Pi- 
rates third base coach Joey 
Cora, a Puerto Rico native 
and former major leaguer. 
“Tm getting goosebumps 
right now,” Cora said. “Wear- 
ing No. 21, as a Puerto Rican, 
as a Pirate, it means a lot. It's 
a responsibility on that one, 
but hopefully I can wear it 
and make him proud with 
the fact that Pm wearing 1t 


and that we all are. As a Puer- 
to Rican, it’s a little bit more 
special, obviously. 


To honor Roberto Clem- 
ente, not only the player but 
the person, it’s a huge, huge 
honor.” 

While the drumbeat for find- 
ing a way to honor Clemente 
annually has been growing 
for years, it received a loud 
advocate when the Pirates 
hired manager Derek Shel- 
ton last fall. 

He approached owner Bob 


Nutting and president Travis 
Williams about having a one- 
day celebration, then con- 
nected with the Clemente 
family in hopes of building 
momentum. 

“I think that it says some- 
thing that the last time it was 
worn was in 1972 and it’s still 
probably the jersey that you 
see the most, it’s the number 
that you see the most,” Shel- 
ton said. 

“And you know, when people 
are out walking their dogs or 


doing things, there’s always 
a 21 around. I just think it’s 
an extremely important thing 
not only to honor Roberto 
the player but Roberto the 
humanitarian and the per- 
son, and I think we never 
lose sight of how those things 
work together.” 

The plan is limited to this 
season for now, but the Pi- 
rates and the Clementes hope 
to make it a regular occur- 
rence. 

“Our hopes as an organiza- 
tion are that this is something 
that we'll do every year,” 
Shelton said. “I would like to 
continue to do it. I don't see 
any reason why we shouldn't 
be able to honor Roberto on 
Roberto Clemente Day.” 
Roberto Clemente Jr. said the 
family has spoken to MLB 
about different ways to honor 
Clemente, with celebrating 
his number annually just one 
of them. 

He pointed out a couple of 
key years that are approach- 
ing: Next season is 2021, and 
2022 marks the 50th anniver- 
sary of Clemente”s passing. 
“It’s not just retiring (the 
number) for the sake of retir- 
ing it,” Clemente Jr. said. “It 
is the right thing to do, but it 
should be done in such a way 
that it becomes more presti- 
gious with that action. 

We have some ideas that we 
will be sharing. In the mean- 
time, I think this program 
just got started. It's mov- 
ing in the right direction. At 
least the conversations are 


beginning.”

SILVER SPRING, Md. 
(AP) — DraftKings had a 
big bounce on Wall Street 
Wednesday on news that 
basketball legend Michael 
Jordan is taking an owner- 
ship stake in the sports bet- 
ting site. 

Jordan is getting stock in 
DraftKings in exchange for 
providing “guidance and 
strategic advice” to the Bos- 
ton-based company’s board 
of directors, the company 
said. DraftKings did not re- 
lease details on the size or 
Jordan’s stake. 

Shares of DraftKings Inc., 
which went public in April, 
ended up 8% on Wednesday. 
Jordan is the majority own- 
er of the NBAs Charlotte 
Hornets and the deal has the 
league’s approval. 

“NBA team investors, in- 


cluding governors, are per- 
mitted to have involvement 
with sports betting and fan- 
tasy sports businesses, sub- 
ject to safeguards required 
under league rules to prevent 
actual or perceived conflicts 
of interest,” an NBA spokes- 
person said Wednesday. 
Jordan’s interest in DraftK- 
ings is not expected to affect 
the Hornets presence on 
the site. The NBA agreed to 
a multiyear deal about a year 
ago to make DraftKings an 
official sports-betting opera- 
tor. 

The NBA has several similar 
arrangements, including one 
with DraftKings” longtime 
daily fantasy sports rival Fan- 
Duel. The league also struck 
a first-of-its-kind deal with 
MGM Resorts International 
in 2018 to be compensated 
for providing official data 
as a way for those casinos to 


determine outcomes of vari- 
ous bets. 

That differs from the way 
Golden Nugget casinos, 
owned by Houston Rock- 
ets owner Tilman Fertitta, 
are permitted to handle 
games involving his NBA 
club. Golden Nugget sports 
books in Nevada, New Jer- 
sey and Mississippi can ac- 
cept NBA wagers, but can- 
not for games involving the 
Rockets. 

Jordan has made no secret 
of his affinity for gambling, 
whether playing blackjack 
in casinos or making bets 
during a round of golf. As a 
player for the Chicago Bulls, 
he famously went to Atlan- 
tic City in between games 
of the 1993 Fastern Confer- 
ence finals against the New 
York Knicks, revealing de- 
tails of the trip in “The Last 
Dance” docuseries released

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Former Italian premier Berlusconi tests positive for COVID 


ROME (AP) — Italy's for- 
mer prime minister Silvio 
Berlusconi has tested posi- 
tive for COVID-19 after a 
precautionary check and will 
quarantine at home, his press 
office said on Wednesday. 
Berlusconi, who is 83, is cur- 
rently isolated in his Arcore 
residence near Milan, his of- 
fice said, adding that he will 
continue to work from there 
as he completes the necessary 
quarantine period. 

His personal doctor, Alberto 
Zangrillo, said that the for- 
mer premier is "asymptom- 
atic," Italian media reported. 
Reports said Berlusconi con- 
firmed the news in a private 
Zoom conversation with the 
women's movement of Forza 
Italia, his centrist party. 

The three-time premier and 
media tycoon had been re- 
cently pictured in Sardinia 
with an old friend, business- 
man Flavio Briatore, who 
was hospitalized after test- 





ing positive to COVID-19 in 
mid August. Berlusconi had 
tested negative at the time. 


Berlusconi has recently 
gained new attention on 
Italy's political scene ahead 


of regional elections in late 
September, when Forza Italia 
could prove crucial for a pos- 


sible win of the center-right 
opposition. 

"(Berlusconi) will continue 
to support Forza Italia and 
center-right candidates at the 
regional and administrative 
elections, with daily inter- 
views on papers, TV and so- 
cial media," his office said in 
a statement. 

As Italy continues to battle 
against the coronavirus pan- 
demic — which killed more 
than 35,400 people nation- 
wide — the political leader 
known around the world for 
his personal life was back at 
the center of both political 
action and summer gossip. 
He made headlines last 
month after Italian tabloids 
published pictures of him 
walking hand-in-hand in Sar- 
dinia with his new girlfriend, 
Forza Italia lawmaker Marta 
Fascina, who is 53 years his 
junior. Berlusconi split in 
March from his long-time 
partner Francesca Pascale.) 





Germany aye rere -era nerve agent used on Russia’s Navalny 





BERLIN (AP) — Rus- 
sian opposition leader Alexei 
Navalny was poisoned with 
the same type of Soviet-era 
nerve agent used in a 2018 
attack on a former Russian 
spy, the German government 
said Wednesday, provoking 
outrage from Western lead- 
ers who demanded Moscow 
provide an explanation. 

The findings — which ex- 
perts say point strongly to 
Russian state involvement 
— added to tensions between 
Russia and the West. German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
called Navalny's poisoning 
attempted murder, meant to 
silence one of Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin's fiercest 
Critics. 

The Berlin hospital treat- 
ing the dissident said he re- 
mains on a ventilator though 
his condition is improving. It 
said it expects a long recovery 
and still can't rule out long- 


term effects on his health 
from the poisoning. 

The German government 
said that testing by a German 
military laboratory showed 
"proof without doubt of a 
chemical nerve agent from 
the Novichok group." British 
authorities identified Novi- 
chok as the poison used on 
former spy Sergei Skripal and 
his daughter in England. 
"There are very serious ques- 
tions now that only the Rus- 
sian government can answer, 
and must answer," Merkel 
said. The United Kingdom 
and Italy also called on Rus- 
sia to explain what happened, 
with British Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson calling the 
use of a chemical weapon 
“outrageous.” In Washington, 
National Security Coun- 
cil spokesman John Ullyot 
tweeted that it was "com- 
pletely reprehensible." 

"We will work with allies and 


the international community 
to hold those in Russia ac- 
countable, wherever the evi- 
dence leads," Ullyot said. 
The European Union's for- 
cign affairs chief, Josep Bor- 
rell, said any use of chemical 
weapons was "a breach of in- 
ternational law." 

Navalny, a politician and 
corruption investigator, fell 
ill on a flight to Moscow on 
Aug. 20 and was taken to a 
hospital in the Siberian city 
of Omsk after the plane made 
an emergency landing. 

He was moved two days later 
to Berlin's Charite hospital, 
where doctors last week said 
initial tests indicated Navalny 
had been poisoned. 

German Foreign Minister 
Heiko Maas said the Russian 
ambassador was summoned 
to his ministry Wednesday 
after the latest findings. 
Russia's deputy U.N. ambas- 
sador, Dmitry Polyansky, dis- 
missed the finger pointing as 
a knee-jerk reaction. "Today 
accusing #Russia is a must- 
do for any Western country," 
he said in a tweet. 

In Moscow, Russian authori- 
ties were quick to blame Ger- 
many for not sharing its find- 
ings. 

Kremlin spokesman Dmitry 
Peskov said Russian authori- 
ties are "ready and interested 
in full cooperation and ex- 
change of information" with 
Germany but added that 
Berlin still hasn't provided 
any official response to for- 


mal requests from the Rus- 
sian prosecutor general's of- 
fice and doctors who treated 
Navalny. Peskov reiterated 
that Russian doctors didn't 
find any poisonous sub- 
stances in Navalny's system. 
Russian Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman Maria Zakha- 
rova charged on state TV that 
Germany preferred "public 
statements without provid- 
ing any facts whatsoever" to 
"a thorough investigation." 
The German government 
said it would inform its part- 
ners in the European Union 
and NATO about the test re- 
sults and would consult them 
on a response. Germany also 
will contact the Organization 
for the Prohibition of Chem- 
ical Weapons. 

Shortly after the test results 
were announced, the Charite 
hospital said that Navalny 
is still in intensive care but 
"continues to improve." 
"Recovery is likely to be 
lengthy," it said in a state- 
ment. "It is still too early to 
gauge the long-term effects, 
which may arise in relation to 
this severe poisoning." 
Andrea Sella, a professor of 
inorganic chemistry at Uni- 
versity College London, said 
Navalny's prognosis is hard 
to predict. He said that "very 
swift action" is needed to sta- 
bilize patients in poisoning 
cases and noted the "signifi- 
cant delay," given that Na- 
valny was initially cared for 
by Russian doctors who said 


they had ruled out poisoning. 
"The problem is that even if 
Mr Navalny were to survive 
there may be lingering long- 
term neurological issues," 
Sella said. Navalny's allies in 
Russia have insisted he was 
deliberately poisoned by the 
country's authorities, accu- 
sations that the Kremlin has 
rejected as "empty noise." 

"To poison Navalny with 
Novichok in 2020 would 
be exactly the same as leav- 
ing an autograph at a crime 
scene, like this one," Naval- 
ny's longtime ally and strate- 
gist Leonid Volkov said in a 
tweet that featured a photo of 
Putin's name and a signature 
next to It. 

It would not be the first time 
a prominent, outspoken Rus- 
sian was targeted in such a 
way — or the first time the 
Kremlin was accused of be- 
ing behind it. 

Navalny's allies have also ac- 
cused Russian authorities of 
delaying his transfer out of 
the country after the poison- 
ing. It took much wrangling 
and 48 hours to move Naval- 
ny to Berlin. Local doctors at 
the time said he was too un- 
stable to be transported, and 
the Kremlin said 1t would de- 
fer to the physicians. 

The Siberian medical team 
relented only after a charity 
that had organized a medevac 
plane revealed that German 
doctors who examined the 
politician said he was stable 
enough to be moved. (J
